"The people ahould be provided with 
a Saaoeial atataaMnt of each eounty; 
should be fully adriaed as to the amount 
of their taxea heta« need fOT aehool pur- 
poses: the manner ia wliidi it ia Mas 
expended : the educational fadlitiea vt 
the county, and the iiiinmw nade in 
order that they might hava a hatter 
knowledge of their moat important en- 
terprise and give to thoae in authority 
the advangtage of their advice and 
counsel. There should be a better under- 
standing between the public and the 
school authorities.

R. M. Harper Says Southern Qlrla 
Have Better Chance of 
Marryins 

According to a recent Investigation 
about thirty per rent of the grmd- 
nates r>r nnri<Ia State College for 
Uoiiit'ii Lift iuarriyd. 

Graduates of women'a colleges In 
the south have a somewhat better 
chaace of manring than those In 
ttif liortlt. accordlnc tn !>r. R. M. 
lhin»r, Tan.thas...- ^.-..Krapher 
and siaii.stlciun romuTly of the 
Universtty of Georgia. In an ar- 
ticle entitled "Matrimonial Proa- 
iiei-ts of Southern College Wom- 
en." appearinn r(:CentIy tn the 
Journal of Heredity, published at 
Washington, D. C. 

Dr. Harper said it is frequently 
stated that only about half the 
women who go throuKh college 
ever marry, but asserted that such 
a statement seemed to be based on 
the records of a few northern col- 
lege, and that it did not apiily 
BO well to the aonth. 

The writer said he bad examined 
the latenl altimnae catalogs of the 
Florida State ToUeKe for Women 
aod two similar Institutions In 
Georgia, and that he found in all 
of them the per cent married In- 
creases fmni nImo!<t none at the 
time of craduatioii V> u)>oul tin 
per cent ten years later, and that 
it then becomes stabilised w near- 
ly so. One of the Georgia 1*0110x08 
which keeps track of students who 
attended but did not L:rafliiiiie 
shows a peak of about 7«> i>er cent 
married among non-graduates who 
would have graduated In 1918 If 
they had completed their oourae. 
Dr. Harper said. This, he added, 
showed that many girls left ctA- 
lege invmatnrely in order to mar- 
ry during the World War. which 
threatened a shortage of men. 

"AO these colleges have raised 
their curricula in recent years. 
n:atitne th*- cirls a little older at 
111'' (HIT*- 'if i;r.i (illation imw than 
formerl}-." he said, "but it is almost 
too early yet to see what Mfect. 
if any, this will have on the mar- 
riage ratio. " 

"At the Fkirida State Collage for 
Wmnea. eratooa^ eDongh. tlie per 
cent ma rried Is a little less among 
those wbo hare taken the shorter 
normal course than among those 
with bachelor's decrees, and this 
may Indicate that many of the nor- 
mal Graduates prefer to make 
ifiK hin^ their life work. Instead 
of home-making."

Paleontologists Discover Soncs of 
Extinct Animals 
Under Soil 



Tboogta Floridlans generally 
know that St Augustine Is the old- 
est city In the roited Slates, for 
the most part perliaps they unso- 
elate Florida with new thin^:^ ; 
Probably only a few realize what 
Interesting dlscoreries have l>t-t;-n 
made In the state during the last 
five yearH in (he field of paleontol- 
ogy, which is the science of life 
during geologtcal periods. 

In 1925 the Smithsoalaii-Amherst 
expedition, headed by Dr. J. W. Old- 
ley and Prof. F. B. Xiomls. tonnd In 
the Tfctnlty of Vero and Melbourne 
remains which indi«atfd that eiant 
eN-phant.-' jfiirvivid y.-ara 
longer Id Florida than anywhere 
else in America. 

Later Dr. Gldley found bones at 
both Venj and Mplboume of plplsto- 
cene or glacial period origin. 

During 192S Dr. Oliver Hay. from 
the United States Natlooat Mn- 
senm, presented the fact that hu- 
man bones and man-made imple- 
ments were found in Florida In

Due to the favorable climatic con- 
ditions of this section, pine trees 
that are given the proper attenttou, 
such as fire prevention and rhin- 
nlHR, can be ased for turpentining 
in twenty years after they are 
planted. This Income Is not ex- 
tremely Tarfable from year to year 
like the Income from other crops, 
as the variation In the production 
of turpentine per tree is small. 

Not only does this equilibrium ot 
production aid In forecaatlng busi- 
ness plans in the manner off har- 
vesting the turpentlno crop, but the 
stability of f u prodBctSon results ta 
s prtce that varies bvl Uttla tnm 
year to year.

NATIONAL STOISBNT rat«RATION 

SCHEDULES \1SITING DEBATERS 

Four university debating teams will arrive 
in New York Oct. 21 to undertake cKtenaive 
tours arranged by the National Student Fed- 
eration of America, meeting oeer 100 eoi- 
leges and imiveraitiea in debate, mainly on 
quegtiotta of international inttfest. 

The teams will come from Cambridge, the 
National Union of Students of Ekigland, cor- 
responding to the N. S. F. A. in America, 
the Scottish universities and the National 
Union of .Students of Germany. This will 
mark the first year that a debating team 
has been brought to the states from a non- 
English speaking countrj-. The debaters will, 
however, use English as their medium. 

Hie questions for debate were propooed 
by tlie viaitiiis teams in luge numbera, and 
a committee of coadna made a aeleetion of 
fonr or Ave queatians upon which the teamai 
will be prepared to dbeate. Sodi qocatiaBa 
as: "That Great Britain should immediately 
erant Dnminion Status to India." ami "That 
the emergence of women from the home is 
a regrettable feature of modem life" will 
be deliated by the Cambridge team. 

The German team will discuss such ques- 
tions as: "That the Young Plan cannot be 
the *»ai aettbment of the r^aratiMS pniK 
lem." and "That the- foreign indietment of 
Amfrifan culture ia Justified." The Scottish 
team wiU meet Bates College in a lyeeial 
debate over the National Radio Broadcast- 
ing company on the question, "That frugal- 
ity is not a virtue." Their other questions 
deal with nationalism, democracy, and me- 
chanical progress. Taking a divided position, 
the English universities team will discuss the 
resolution; "That this House deplores the 
increase of .Socialism in the modem world." 
They will also consider the tariff proUcm, 
the machine afe, and tlia Fadantkn ot 'Ba- 
rope. 

The teams an achadnlsd to aiipiar in Ts- 
vi«»s parts ot the cuuutry, Cwifatidce tak- 
ing the Middle Wert and South, the Soots 
fwitiring in the East, the German in the 
North East and Middle West, and the E^g- 
li^ Universities team on the Pacific coast. 

John M. MacCormick of Glasgow univer- 
sity, on the .Scottish teams, has carved for 
himself a prominent position in public life 
at the age of 25, having organized the Scot- 
tish Nationalist association, which came 
within 69 votes of defeating Stanlqr Bald- 
win with its candidate. UacOormick ia known 
as "King John," and ia the first Natkmallat 
parliamentary candidate to be adapted in 
Scotland. His colleague is bom Ha n b ur g b 
where he held many student ofllces, and took 
a leading part in sports. 

The debaters on the other teams have all 
taken leading roles in local and national stu- 
dent L^ctivities. and are regarded as power- 
ful speakers and thinkers.
